HAIR-WASH THAT FIRES HOUSES. 
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Also Bank Notes that Burat an Office, and Dust 
that Destroyed Huge Flour Mills. 


In Sheffield, not long since, a pet monkey turned on 

a water-tap in a stable where was stored a quantity of 
uicklime. This became slaked in consequence, and 

resultant fire destroyed the entire premises, tlie 
innocent though mischievous author of the outbreak 
perishing in the flames. 

A short while back there were chronicled, in the 
course of pig pobre fewer than five fires, the out- 
breaks in each being attributed to rats gnawing 
lucifer matches. This, by the way, is a fur more 
common origin of fires than most people are apt to 
imagine. It is the sulphur which has such an irresis- 
tible attraction for the rodents in question. 

Very extensive and destractive fires are not infre- 
quently kindled by an agency which is distant some 
ninety-five millions of miles from the scene of the cut- 
bre:k. The in question is, of course, the sun. 

For examp one of the hottest days of last 
summer a woman living in South London found in the 
street an old electric light bulb, which she took home 
and ge up in her front parlour window as an orna- 
ment. At a certain hour in the afternoon the sun's 
rays became focussed through it, as through a burning- 
glace, and set fire to the window curtains, from wiich 
the flames spread to the room, eventually burning down 
the entire house. A day or two later another fire was 
started in a aclenbosring only after a similar fashion, 
the heat rays becoming through a glass bow! 
containing gold fish. 

In yet a third similar case, recorded in one of tle 
annual reports of the late chief of the London Fire 
Bri , & glass paper-weight was the inte: jary. It 
been used to hold in position a bundle of Pank of 
land notes, and these were of course destroyed 
ther with the whole of the office furnishings.

NO FIREWORKS IN ROSBACH. 


A law against the letting off of fireworks on November 
5th, of all days in the year, sounds curious to English 
ears. Yet such a law was until quite recently in force in 
regard to the town of Rosbach, in Prussia. prohibi- 
tion, however, had nothing whatever to do with Mr. Guido 
Fawkes or the famous “ gunpowder treason,” but was 
passed and enforced in order to put a stop to the annually 
recurring disturbances which marked the celebration of 
the battle of Rosbach, fought just outside the city on 
November 5th, 1757. The opposing forces were 
respectively the Prussians under Frederick II., and the 
allied Austrian and French armies, and the result of 
the battle was not only disastrous to the latter, but, what 
was far woree, di ful. Indeed the “Rout of 
Rosbach” is still a proverb anda byword throughout 
all the Lipa countryside, the loss to the Prussians 
being 300 men, while that of the allies was 1,300 slain 
and 6,000 prisoners.

Once 
inside—unless it be immediately disl and thisis no 
easy matter—it gnaws and burrows its way into the 
brain tissue, in the midst of which it lays ita eggs. 
When these hatch out, the wretched victim either goes 
raving mad, or is smitten with catalepsy. Ineither case,

THe other day a labourer who owned a little allot- 
ment n, mt far from the West India Docks, 
found in his potato patch a strange-looking beetle. It 
measured nearly half-an-inch in length, was of a tawny

He had never seen anything like it before, and, his 
curiosity being aroused, he carried it to a local entomo- 
logist. This latter had no difficulty in determining the 
species and habitat of the stranger.
